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Old records fascinate me. The more I delve into Washington County 
history, the greater the surprises. It did not occur to me that anyone 
who traveled the Trail of Tears with the emigrating Cherokees in 1838- 
1839 could have kept a diary. The only eye-witness account IT: had read 
was that of A.W.Arrington of Fayetteville, in his "Desperadoes of the 
Southwest", There can be little doubt that Arrington saw the Cherokees 
pass through Fayetteville and camp for the night on the Stone farm, 
where the Fayetteville high school now stands, Arrington names names 
and places, j 3 rieitl 

So -it was a real surprise when I visited the Mansion House at: New-— 
tonia, Mo., on May 29 and discovered in an upstairs room of that his- 
toric old brick home, the diary of Dr.W, I. I. Morrow, who accompanied 
the Indians on their tragic journey. Although I read only a-page or 
two, I can tell the state historians of Missouri, Arkansas end Okla- 
homa that here is a real find -- never before published, 

_After returning home, I wrote to Louise Brock Murphy, custodian of 
the old diary, and suggested that I would like to have a copy of that 
part of the Trail of Tears diary that pertains to northwest Arkansas, 
Mrs,Murphy sent me the pertinent entries. Here they are: 


(From the Diary of Dr. William Isaac Irvins Morrow) 


Monday, March 18th (1839) - Clear and warm. Travelled through Wash- 
burn Prairie and to Pratt, 18 miles. Crossed the line of Arkansas’ and 
Missouri near Mikes and Sugar Creek, 7 miles northeast of Pratts, 


Monday night -— Hail, wind, rain and thunder. Tuesday, March 19 -- 
Rain all day, did not travel. Wed. 20th - cloudy and cool, Traveled 
15 miles to the Xhollows. Eat dinner at Hornedy's and came on 5 miles 
to Fitzgerald's in company with Con Field, Hinegar and Geo,.D,Morrow. 
A.mean house,. ji 


Thursday 2lst -- Clear and cool. Passed through Fayetteville and met 
the Detachment at Cunningham's, 3 miles from town. Much disappointed. 
Did not get a letter at town, Fayetteville is in Washington County. 
Fertile land around it, Beautiful situation. A good Courthouse and 
bank house and saw other good buildings. Had a mean meal at The Brick 
Tavern, From Cunningham's we travelled to Col.Thomasson's on the 22nd 
of March - 16 miles - and Sat, the 23 we arrived at Woodall in the 
Cherokee Nation West, three miles from the boundary line. 
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Comment _on the Entries in the Morrow Diary 


"Washburn Prairie" is a term that was applied loosely to the western 
part of Benton County. Since the term was already in use in 1839, it 
would seem that some members of the Washburn family had already locat- 
ed there, 


A surprising thing about this 1839 diary entry is the failure of Dr, 
Morrow to mention Elkhorn Tavern. It is my guess that the Tavern was 
not yet in existence in 1839 -- much as I hate to dispel the legend 
that has grown up about it. 


There is little doubt that the Cherokees passed the site of Elkhorn 
Tavern, for the Doctor mentions Pratt's (store) which stood just a 
mile south of the present Tavern. Pratt's, incidentally, was still 
there in 1862 when the Federal general Curtis made it his headquarters 
during the battle of Pea Ridge. 


The "X hollows" is easily identifiable as Cross Hollows. There is no 
other record that I know of, of an eating place there (tavern), called 
Hornedy's, But Cross Hollows was famous for its whiskey. 


Another surprising fact in this 1839 diary is the mention of Fitz 
gerald's, This would indicate that John Fitzgerald was operating a 
tavern ("'a mean house") at present-day Springdale before the generally 
accepted first-comers, Quinton and Holcomb, arrived. From the evidence 
in Dr. Morrow's diary, it now appears that the Fitzgeralds were first 
in Springdale -- although the Rev, John Holcomb actually laid out the 
town a few years later. Twenty years after the Cherokees passed Fitz 
gerald's, the tavern of John Fitzgerald became a station on the Over= 
land Mail, 


It is evident that Dr, Morrow was not with that group of Indias 
whose passage through Fayetteville resulted in a killing and a near- 
riot. The group he was with evidently came down the old road to Mt. 
G6omfort. The Cunninghams were first settlers at Mt.Comfort -——- although 
Solomon Tuttle may dispute their claim, The brick Cunningham home, 
still standing at Mt. Comfort, is old — but it is not old enough to 
have been there in 1839. 


Dr. Morrow evidently rode into Fayetteville to call for his mail, 
Fayetteville had a "good courthouse" in 1839 and he saw a "bankhouse", 
This was probably the State Bank of Arkansas, Another surprising thing 
is that Fayetteville had a "brick tavern" in 1839. This is the only 
mention I know of, of a brick building at that early date. Here the 
Doctor had a "mean meal" — whatever that may mean, 


The route of Dr. Morrow and his Indian charges, from Cunninghams 
at Mt.Comfort, was due west -— to Thomasson's at present-day Cincinn- 
ati. There is no doubt in my mind that the Col, Thomasson who enter- 
tained Dr. Morrow on March 22, 1839, was the grandfather of Mr, Tiff 
Thomason who in 1957 still lives on the old home place and is a member 
of our Washington County Historical Society. 


The author of this Trail-of-Tears diary, Dr. W.1.1.Morrow, was trav- 
eling with a George D. Morrow, It would be interesting to know if 
there was any connection between the Cane Hill and Cove Creek Morrows 
and the Morrows who came to Woodall, Cherokee Nation, in March 1839. 


Pension Claims of 
yfneeeiaiset County Veterans of the War of 1812

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With this installment, FLASHBACK begins publication of the pension 
claims filed by George W. M. Reed: of Fayetteville and ilisted-in his 
“ledger from 1866 to 1882. This large book-of 524 pages, ‘written in 
* beautiful penmanship, has been -toaned to the Washington County Histor- 
ical Society by Captain Reed's son, J. Fay Reed. 

George W.M. Reed was a Federal officer in the Civil War and was dis- 
charged in 1863 for disability suffered in the fighting in southern 
Missouri. He returned to his home town of Fayetteville and set up a 
War Claims Agency. He was a lawyer and also served as County Clerk. 

His ledger shows the astonishing total of 3, 68, entries. Each pen- 
Sion claim or land warrant is described in detail, The entries fall in 
the following general classes:

“the neighbors would be scared bad enough anyhow and if he were to blow 
his bugle, they would think it was Gabriel blowing his trumpet and 
‘that they would be badly scared, I cannot give a reliable description 
~of the scene at this remote date, It was grand and beautiful, at the 
“same time creating awe and fear, There appeared to be, in my imagina~ 
tion now, fully three hundred in view at one time, They started high 
up in the firmament but almost invariably went out before they came to 
the ground, There were as many as five that we thought struck the 
‘ground and blazed up. | 


It was not long before we heard hollowing and blowing of horns, The 
neighborhood seemed to become suddenly populated, Horses were running 
and snorting and cows bawling. We could hear the neighbors coming, 
Uncle Buck being a minister as well as an educated man and living 
about centerable, they made for his house, Isaac Marrs was the first 

“to arrive. "Uncle Buck, I believe they are all about down" was his 
‘first salutation, The roads to other houses were pretty. well filled. 
The boys and negroes generally leading the way and screaming like 
maniacs. Old Mrs, Stone, a widow woman and religiously enthusiastic, 
living at ‘the Tom Neal place, was heard coming shouting and praying. 
- She was a large fleshy woman and could not walk very rapidly. She had 
Socrates, her grandson, to catch and saddle the horse, she mounted, 
Socrates led the horse, The old lady had nothing to do but to shout 
and pray and clap her hands. When they reached here, the old lady 
jumped off her horse andran and threw her arms around Uncle Buck 
and told him she had come to go to heaven with him, Many others were 
excited besides Mrs,Stone and many other s shouted, 


_ Along towards’ morning it subsided, everything became calm and quiet. 
Along. towards sun=<up the old people shook hands, congratulating each 
other and’ many times expressing the thought that it was well to be 
ready, separated for their homes. Whether the moon was shining or not 
during this time, I have no recollection. It was nevertheless as light 
as a bright moonshiny night. qa: Fe

& big part of the pleasure of working with local history comes from 


contacts with people who are engaged in research in their own family 
history.

Settling the Estate of John Ridge 


(Editor's note: The proceedings in Benton Chancery pertaining to the » 
settlement of the estate of John Ridge - have been made available to us . 
by Alvin Seamster of Bentonville. They are reproduced from copies made .. 
by Mr,Seamster, with no changes except the following: 1) we have para- © 
graphed the longer reports, and 2) we have used numerals instead of 
spelling out large sums. Both changes were made for ease in reading. 
It will be noticed that the first docket, in which letters of adminis- 
tration were issued to Sarah B.N. Ridge and Hugh A, Anderson, is miss- 
ing. Mr. Seamster thinks he may still be able to find this report. 
Meanwhile, here are the original court records pertaining to the set— . 
tlement of the estate. of John Ridge, noted Cherokee, who was murdered 
because he was one of the leaders of the Treaty Party who consented to 
the removal of the Cherokees to Indian Territory. As FLASHBACK readers 
know, the widow of John. Ridge moved to Fayetteville and brought with: 
her the woman who founded. the Fayetteville Female Seminary, Sophia 
Sawyer, and started Our Town on an educational career that culminated

death he resided in the Cherokee Country west of the Mississippi,and beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Probate Law of the State of Arkansas, and of the 
United States -— that at the time of his death he was possessed of a large 
estate, consisting of Slaves, Stock and other personal property to-wit: 


Peter, Phillip, Henry, Stephen, Wacobee, Billy Boot, Jefferson, 
Simon, Jim and Willis, male slaves; and Dinah, Lydia, Mary, Katy, 
Jenny, Phebe, Hannah, Peggy and Delilah, female slaves, ofthe supposed 
value of $7,000, about 12 head of horses, 40 head of cattle, 100 head 
of hogs, household goods, kitchen furniture, and farming untensils. 
amounting in all to about the sum of $1,500. 


That prior to the death of the said John Ridge, he and one Major 
Ridge had formed a partnership in the said Cherokee Country as equal 
partners in the sale of merchandise, most of which had been bought on 
credit and remainednunpaid at the time of the death of the said John; 
that. the said Major Ridge was killed about the same time. 


That prior to their death sales on a credit had been effected to the 
natives of the Cherokee Nation principally, to the amount of $9,631.06, 
that the amount of goods on hand at that date was $21,270.80 or there-— 
abouts, the one undivided half of which, as well as the accounts, be- 
longed to the estate of the said John deceased -—- that at the time of 
the death of the said John and Major Ridge and several other disting= 
uished individuals, all of which happened about the same time, the 
whole country was thrown into confusion and terror,and the same spirit 
that prompted their destruction placed their property and the property 
of the survivors in imminent danger, so much so that the complainant 
was forced to seek refuge and protection for herself and family within 
the limits of the State of Arkansas, taking with her such property as 
she could most readily command and convey along with her -- 


That the said stock of goods was equally divided between the repre- 
sentatives of the said Major Ridge and complainant on behalf of her- 
self and the infant children and heirs of the said John, deceased, her 
share amounting to the sum of $10,635.40 —— that part. of the ieyes 
and stock remained on the farm of her late husband because of the 
difficulty of removal _and- for the purpose of retaining a right to the 
farm which by the ed of the Nation could only be done by actual 
occupation, . 


That the pore wadae were taken to Benton County,a County in the

his hands, but being beyond the due course of administration required 
extraordinary exertion and means to settle and collect them. 


That large amounts have been received by the said Anderson and Com- 
plainant as the Administrator and Administratrix of the Estate, anda 
very large amount of dets paid exceeding the sum of (10,000, —- That 
Vigilant care and attention were paid to the interests of the estate 
but it was utterly impossible to make settlement with the Probate 
Court according to the provisions of the Statutes of the Comty, That 
the representatives of the said Major Ridge made payments also toa 
considerable amount on the partnership debts aforesaid, — That the 
said Anderson has received large amounts and has vouchers numerous of °

That the collection and disbursement of all money has been confided

That complainant has been compelled to expend a large sum for the 
maintenance and education of the children, infant defendants as afore- 
said, which she prays may be allowed to her, -—— That as the widow of

$8,692.21, of cash $430, the one half of which belonged to the Estate

"Campfire and Battlefield", a little-known history of the Civil War, 
by Rossiter Johnson and six associate editors, was published in New 
York in 1894, The book is 11 x 13 inches in size, has 552 pages, con- 
tains 1,500 illustrations, F.P.Rose of Rogers, who is a member of our 


-~ Society, acqgitired a copy in a book store in St. Paul, Minn, There are 


several passages pertaining to the military action in northwest Arkan- 
sas, Among these is a brief account of the battle of ‘Prairie Grove, 
which Mr.Rose has econ’ for us, It reads as Belen SE 


An important action took place at Prairie Grove on the 7th 
of December, 1862. Learning that General Hindman's forces 
had joined those of General Marmaduke, making an army of. 
about 25,000 men, General Blunt, fearing an attack, ordered 
the divisions commanded by Gen, F. J. Herron to join him at 
once, Herron obeyed the order promptly; but the Confederates 
learning of this movement, made an advance for the purpose 
of interposing between Blunt and Herron, 

They attacked Herron first, who drove back their advance 
and then found them. in position on a ridge commanding the 
ford across Illinois Creek, Herron sent a detachment of his 
men to cut a road through the woods and come in upon their 
flank,thus drawing their fire in that direction and enabling 
his main force to cross the ford, This movement was success-= 
ful, and in a short time his command had crossed and brought 
its guns to bear upon the enemy's position. 

He then pushed forward his infantry in several charges, 
one of which captured a battery, but all of which were fin- 
ally repelled. The Confederates then made a grand charge in 
return and came within a hundred yards of Herron's guns, but 
the fire of artillery and musketry was too much for them,and 
they retired in disorder. 

Again, in his turn, Herron charged with two regiments, 
again captured a battery, and again was forced to retire. 
While this action was in progress Blunt was pressing forward 
to the relief of Herron with his command, and now came in on 
the right, joined in the fight and defeated the eney y who 
repeated their trick with a flag of truce and escaped in the 
night. In this battle the total National loss, killed, wound- 
ed and missing, was 1,148. The Confederate loss is not eX= 
actly known, but was much larger, and included General Steen 
among the killed, 


Battlefield Drive Is Under Way 


The Prairie Grove Battlefield Memorial Foundation is currently en- 
gaged in a drive for funds to restore the historic Morrow house as a 
battle museum and to build the Memorial Wall, Both projects are now 
under way, The Morrow house is being moved from its original location 
on Cove Creek, 9 miles south of Prairie Grove. Stones for the Memorial 
Wall are being collected from communities all over Washington County. 
Both the hi'storic wall and the battle museum will be dedicated in Aug- 
ust at a revival of the Old Settlers Reunion in Battlefield Park. The

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Oak Grove Sunday School and Church 
by Thomas Rothrock 


‘The following brief account of the OakGrove Sunday School and Church 
was given by Mrs, Frank Young who has sedis attended religious services 
in that community. 


The Oak Grove SundaySchool was first organized in 1873 and was named 
by Wilse Phillips. I do not know who the first superintendents were. 
I do not remember anything about it till-the late 80's, I remember we 
went to Sunday School and Church-in the little schoolhouse, Uncle Andy 
Fitzgerald was one of the-preachers. I think the new schoolhouse was 
built about 1890 and was still know as Oak: Grove, 


In June 1892 the Beimtbiel Baptist Church was organized with fifteen 
charter members, most of them coming from the Springdale Church. In 
the fall the church house was. started. I think it was finished in 1893 
and Uncle Ed Hale held the first revival meeting; 


Services were held regularly every fourth Saturday and Sunday of 
each month, Elder J. R. Loving was pastor and Calvin°-Holcomb church 
clerk. Other preachers were James Dodson of Springdale, Osburn, Lock, 
Hudson, Drake. These were from down:about Wheeler and the Wedington 
Gap community. The Church grew to a membership of about one hundred. 
From 1915 to.1925 it fell of. The old preachers and older members 
passed away and we were without a regular PSELOD as there were very 
few new preachers at that time, 


During all that time, SHOUEEs the Sunday School known as the Oak’ 
Grove Community Sunday School was carried on. During the 90!s Sunday 
School was dismissed during the winter months but was pneorganized in 
the spring. Some of the superintendents were Jackson, Haley, Whitman, 
Farrar, Holcomb, Spyres, Billie Haynes, George Camden, Brown, Once a 
negro minister preached for us. His text was "God is no respecter of 
persons," , : 


Sunday School was held in the afternoons, until after Mr. Carnes 
came, which was about 1917. It was then changed to the forenoon. 


For many years we had the old-time "singings", They used the shaped 
notes -— Fa, La, Me and So. People would come for miles around and it 
was an all-day affair and I think it was held the third Sunday in Sep- ~ 
tember. Later it was changed to the second Sunday in August. Also 
later they used newer books, with the piano. 


The Oak Grove community has always been noted for its cooperation 
and working together for good and Christianity and for community in- 
provement. The church house has always been open to- any denomination 
that wanted to hold services there. There is still the Union Sunday 
School and also union church services once or twice a month, 


Jack Fitzge:’ald, Ray Arthurs, Keith Moneyhun and Jim Davidson have 
been superintendent in more recent years. Jim is now a Free Will Bap- 
tist’ preacher and preaches to us. at times, Ellis Gooper is the pre rene 
superintendent,

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On June 25, 1892 Elder A. Drake of Concord Church, Elder J.R.Loving 
of Shiloh Church, Elder J.S.Cowan of Bethlehem Church and deacons John 
Peerson and Stephen Peerson of Shiloh Church and T. W. Frost of Goshen 
Church met with fifteen brothers and sisters in the Oak Grove school- 
house and organized a Primitive Baptist Church. By unanimous vote it 
was agreed to call the church Ebenezer. The fifteen "constitutional"

Her husband had preceded her in 
death some fifteen years and she made her home with a nephew, 
J. Ed Morton, and his wife. Although twenty years before her 
death she had been a cripple from a fall that fractured a 
hip, her indomitable will and energy kept her still active 
although obliged to walk with crutches.

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The Crawford and Carnahan Graveyards 
by Mrs. Maurice Cruse 


Cn May 20, Henry Carnahan and my husband and I went to two grave- 
yards, the Crawford graveyard just off the Greasy Valley road . and the 
Carnahan graveyard on the Henry Henson farm near Lincoln, FEoth: grave- 
yards. are enclosed with rock walls in good state of preservation. 


Inside the enclosure at he Crawford graveyard are six graves, They 
are those of James Crawford, born Jan.25, 1803; died June 3, 1880; his 
wife, Luvicy Buchanan Crawford, born Dec.10, 1801; died Mar, 11, 1877. 
One grave is that of an infant, 6n the stone is this inscription: 
"Tittle Mellie, son of J. F. and Margaret J. Bates". Mrs, Bates was a 
Crawford. Three other graves have only fieldstone markers, but we be- 
lieve that two of these are Uncle Billy and Aunt Betsey Crawford, The 
other is unknown. Then there are about eight graves on the outside, 
probably slave graves. 


~ James Crawford was the’son of John and Margaret Buchanan Crawford. 
He was the brother of Andrew Crawford. Andrew first married Minerva 
Buchanan. She was murdered by her negro slave Caroline, who killed her 
with an axe. She was murdered at the Mike Nail place south of Prairie 
Grove, now owned by Guy Skelton. Her small child Robert played over 
her dead body all day till found by her husband. Andrew Crawford then 
married Rachel Tinnon, the grandmother of the Cruse children, 


This slave Caroline who murdered Mrs.Crawford was chained in the old 
log school house or church house known as the "White Church", At her 
trial -she: confessed that Mrs. Crawford was the fourth mistress she had 
murdered, At an-appointed time she was driven in an ox cart to a large 
tree on the Delap place. When the rope was in place and the team 
started up to be driven from under her, she jumped just as far as she 
could and let out an unearthly scream. My grandfather, J. P. Carnahan, 
was just a small boy and he saw her hung. This was told to me: by my

Inside the Carnahan enclosure are the Rev, John Carnahan and his 
wife, Aunt Lame Polly. Also, Major Jacob Pyeatte and his wife, There 
are several graves outside, including John Billingsley, whose death 
was the first among the early settlers. He died on the first night 
after the settlers arrived in 1827. This is the first time I have been 
to this graveyard since 1908. At that time there were a few small

There is still another old graveyard farther over in ioneaae Valley 
known as the Alva Wést graveyard. It is still in use but these other 
two haven't been used in years.

Masonic Charter Returned After Many Years

charter of the Masonic Lodge of Cincinnati, Arkansas, was stolen by 
the Federal forces and carried away. When things quieted down after 
the war, a new one was issued by the head lodge, but time Dassen and 
nothing was heard of the original. 

-S.H.Stone of Aetna,Georgia, went to Wisconsin last summer on a visit 
to his sister and while there went through the papers of his father, 
who died in 1865, among which he found the long.lost charter, He re~ 
turned it to the grand secretary of Arkansas who then sent it to the 
G@neinnati Lodge where it was received a short time ago. 

The charter was brought here last week to be framed and will now 
occupy a very prominent place in the lodge room of that order because 
of its historic past. Except for the fact that it is yellow with age 
and shows wear on the edges where folded it is in a very good state of 
preservation, 

This charter was issued to D.B.Mason, Master; M.Alberty, Senior War- 
den; and W. H. Rhea, junior Warden, authorizing them to open and hold 
Lodge No,102, Ancient York Masons, It was given under the seal of the 
Grand Lodge at Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 6, 1856.

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Fayetteville's First Newspaper Involved in Lawsuit 


The first newspaper published in Fayetteville,Ark., was The Witness. 
It was published by C.F.Town during 1840 and part of 1841. Local his- 
tory does not give the reason why The Witness stopped publication and 
Washington County historians -have been interested in finding the 
reason. At least a part of the answer is found in two cases decided by 
the Supreme Court of Arkansas, Town v Evans, 6 Arkansas 260, 1845 and 
Town v Evans, 11 Arkansas I, 1850. : 


The first case states the facts as follows: "Town had been the owner 
and in possession of the press, types, etc. In the fall of 1842 he 
left home, leaving them in an office which was under his control. In 
his absence, Smithson sold them to the plaintiff ( Onesimus Evans), 
applied part of the proceeds to Town's benefit, and accounted to him 
for the balance on his return. - When Evans purchased them he did not. 
move them from the office, but they were pointed out to him, andthe 
key of the room, in which they were, delivered to him, After’ Town! s. 
return, and after Smithson had accounted to him for the proceeds.of> 
the sale, he (Town) took possession of the office in which the press, 
types, etc., yet remained, and, on demand by the plaintiff (Evans), 
refused to give them up ne him, saying they had been wrongfully sold."

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Book Revilew THEY NEVER CAME BACK Book- Review 


THEY NEVER CAME BACK, the War Memoirs of Capt.John W, Lavender, CSA. 
Edited by Ted R. Worley. Published by W.M.Hackett and D.R.Perdue, This 
is the story of Co. F, Fourth Arkansas Infantry, enrolled at Mt. Ida, 
Ark., in the summer of 1861. The account was written in longhand by 
John W. Lavender, who became Captain of Co. F after the first captain 
was killed at Elkhorn, 

Ted: R. Worley, in his introduction,says: "The story is one of heroic 
endurance, of fighting against odds, of withstanding hunger, nakedness 
and' the erosion of despair. A€ompany F lived for weeks at a time on 
roasting ears and parched corn, marched until the men went to sleep 
on foot and staggered like drunks, until at last no weaklings were left 
among them, Suffering and death became -as old acquaintances. Tough 
frontiersmen to begin with, war could not: break them in spirit. Com- 
pany F toward the end, combined with four other companies,could muster 
only forty men,"
